REPORT ON DIVISION OF 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CONTROL 


For the 6 month period ending December 
31, 1956 the Division of Alcoholic Beverage 
Control report indicates sales to minors is re- 
sponsible for the largest number of citations 
against liquor dealers, Proceedings instituted 
by ABC and municipal authorities charged licen- 
sees with sales to minors in 112 instances out 
of a total of 275 reported violations. Sales dur 
ing prohibited hours represented the second 








largest number of violations with 80 citations. 
With 16 and 15 violations respectively, charges 
of having permitted immoral activity on the 
licensed premises and keeping premises open 
during prohibited hours were listed third and 
fourth on the list. 

Persons arrested for violation ofthe liquor 
laws included 126 bootleggers, 2 ABC agent im- 
personators and 57 licensees and employees for 
a total of 185. 

The report also indicates 15 cars, 2 trucks 
and 14 stills were seized by ABC agents,

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EDITORIAL 


Confidential papers intended only for read- 
ing by persons connected with the sale of beer 
have fallen into the hands of the Iowa Temper- 
ance League, The material, obviously from the 
Iowa division of the United States Brewers 
Foundation, confirms a number of things we 
long have had reason to suspect but never be- 
fore have been able to confirm. 

The writer of these confidential papers 
says, ‘“‘The primary purpose of all of us is to 
stay in business and sell more beer.”” 

The report continues, ‘*To accomplish 
this objective we must: 

1. Maintain a friendly legislature. 

2. Keep friendly state, county, and local 
office holders. 

3. Correlate our every day activities to a 
program which will make beer more ac- 
ceptable, not’only to the public, but 
to our public officials as well. 

4. Work as a unit to promote good will for 
our industry at all levels.’’ 

It is interesting to note the first consid 
eration is to ‘‘maintain a friendly legislature’’. 
In that the New Jersey legislative body has dur 
ing the 1956 session considered with dispatch 
the Beer Price Fixing Bill and the Liquor Li- 
cense Tax Freeze Bill, both of which would 
work to the advantage of the beer dispensers of 
the Garden State, it is obvious that the New 
Jersey division of the United States Brewers 
Foundation is not without considerable influ- 
ence at Trenton. 

Further evidence of their power is indi- 
cated when we remember the reluctance of the 





New Jersey law-makers to consider a Uniform 
Hour of Closing Bill andthe proposals for legis- 
lation to require Chemical Tests of Body Fluids. 
The last named bill, if it had. become law, would! 
help in the campaign to apprehend drunken 
drivers. 

The Iowa papers also asserted, ‘*The 
Forces opposing our objectives are the Iowa 
Temperance League.’’ They go on to say that 
it is their purpose to get any friends they have 
in the dry churches to register protest against 
any funds being sent the Temperance organiza- 
tion. 

We would indeed be naive should we imag- 
ine that the beer producers and retailers of New 
Jersey are any less zealous in promoting their 
interests than those of Iowa. That they would 
do all they can to withhold support from the 
Temperance League of New Jersey through 
their friends in the churches it would seem has 
been evidenced in various ways. 

Said a pastor, ‘‘One man on our board so 
strenuously protested we are not able to con- 
tribute to the League this year.” 

Another preacher wrote, ‘‘You can speak 
in our church but our board would not all agree 
to allow our people to contribute to your work,’’ 

The thing that encourages us is that in 
spite of the powerful influence of the beer 
crowd the Temperance ministry in New Jersey 
continues to make gains. 

Certainly those who desire to help others 
and to be an influence for righteousness are 
being blessed of God. 

The forces of greed which evidence a total 
disregard for the welfare of any who are vic- 
tims of their practices cannot but invoke the 
wrath of God and the contempt of all good

MR. WATCHEL 


Writing in Tap and Tavern, Mr. W. W. 
Watchel, President of Calvert Distilling Com- 
pany, says his company will embark on a ‘‘full 
program to renew interest in the medicinal uses 
of whiskey.”’ 

To cleverly strengthen his new program, 
Mr. Watchel quotes from Heart Disease by Dr. 
Paul Dudley White, the Boston heart specialist 
who treated President Eisenhower, as follows: 

Dr. White has set the tone of modern medi- 


cine’s view of whiskey in the care of the heart. 
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by writing that ‘‘an ounce or two may give rapid 
relief from angina pectories,’’ one of the most 
painful forms of coronary disease. 

This sounds like a firm endorsement of 
alcoholic beverages for medicinal uses, but Mr. 
Watchel only gives a half-quotation from Dr. 
White. The full quotation is as follows: 

‘*The most effective drug after the nitrites 
is alcohol; it was used routinely one hundred 
years ago before the introduction of the nit- 
rites, and even now, when the nitrites are not 
available an ounce or two of whiskey, brandy 
or rum may give quite rapid relief from angina 
pectories, usually in the course of a very few 
minutes. 

‘*However, inasmuch as a praoxysm of 
angina pectoris is likely to subside before al- 
cohol exerts its full effect, these various bev- 
erages are more useful in prevention than in 
treatment; and inasmuch as alcoholism as a 
habit may be established by this procedure, the 
prophylactic use of nitroglycerine is much pre- 
ferred. 

‘it should be added that although heavy 
drinkers seem to show little atheroma, the mod- 
erate or even the considerable use of alcohol 
does not protect against coronary heart disease 
in middle age; I have encountered a good many 
patients who have proved this point.’’ (Empha- 
sis by editor.) White, P. D., Heart Disease, 
MacMillan, New York, 1956, p. 560. 

Thus the merry-go-round of propaganda by 
the liquor industry constantly bombards the 
American public. Misquotes, half-quotes, lies, 
and half-truths are set forth as fact by the 
money hungry liquor traffic, and many are de- 
ceived by such propaganda.

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LOCAL OPTION RESULTS 


Nine elections having to do with various 
questions of liquor control were submitted to 
the voters of as many different municipalities 
at the elections November 6 of last year. 

Hightstown Borough, Mercer County. Voters 
by an 880 to 787 count approved the continua- 
tion of 6 retail consumption licenses. Wet win. 

Westampton Township, Burlington County. 
An ordinance to repeal the ordinance prohibit 
ing issuance of a retail consumption license 
has been moved by a 208 to 176 vote. Wet win. 

City of Long Branch, Monmouth County. 
Sunday sales of alcoholic beverages continue 





as heretofore after a vote of 5,857 to 2,649. Wet 
win, 

Freehold Borough, Monmouth County. Sun- 
day sales are prohibited, 1,288 to 1,553, as 
heretofore, from midnight Saturday to 1 P.M. 
Sunday. Dry win, 

Montgomery Township, Somerset County. 
Sunday sales formerly prohibited from midnight 
Saturday to 1 P.M. Sunday are now permitted 
from midnight Saturday until 1:30 A.M. The vote 
was 405 to 390. Wet win. 

Paulsboro Borough, Gloucester County. 
Voters by a 979 to 1,956 count continued to ban 
Sunday sales at any time, Dry win, 

Waterford Township, Camden County. An 
effort to lengthen the hours for the sale of al- 
coholic beverages by two hours, extending clos- 
ing time from 2 A.M. to 4 A.M., was defeated 
289 to 865. Dry win. 

City of Newark, Essex County. By an ad- 
visory, non-binding referenda, electors indi- 
cated, 39,054 to 30,129, that they desired the 
municipal Council adopt an ordinance providing 
for 2 A.M. closing of retail consumption or club 
licenses. A city ordinance had permitted sales 
*till 3 A.M. for Saturday and Sunday. 

Accordingly, on December 5, 1956, the 
Council adopted an ordinance so the week-round 
closing hour (except as to New Year’s Day) is 
2 A.M. Dry win, 

Edgewater Park Township, Burlington 
County. Because of a 400 to 281 vote the Town- 
ship Committee may adopt an ordinance permit- 
ting issuance of a retail distribution license. 
Wet win,

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FRESHMAN SURVEY SHOWS 
82% HAVE USED ALCOHOL 


The health and physical education head 
of a large high school in one of New Jersey’s 
better suburban communities has taken a survey 
of the class of freshman boys each year for five 
years. The purpose ofthe survey is to determine 
trends in drinking among boys 13 and 14 years 
of age. The survey was confidential. The stud- 
ents did not reveal their names. 

The questions asked were: 

Have you ever used alcohol as a beverage? 
. Have you tried drinking to see what it is 

like? 

Do your parents serve you drinks in the 

home? 

Do your parents allow you to drink on social 

occasions? 

Only 18% of the 205 boys participating in 
the 1956 survey replied that they had never 
used alcoholic beverages. 





Better than a majority, or 55% of the total, 
had experimented with alcohol, primarily ‘‘to 
see what it was like’’. 

Ten students, or 6%, reported beer, wine 
or cocktails were served them by their parents 
with or before meals. 

The remaining 21% reported they were per- 
mitted by their parents to drink on special oc- 
casions, 

This survey would indicate that many of 
our young people are susceptible to the propa- 
ganda of the liquor traffic. The 55%, who were 
interested in drinking ‘‘to see what it was like’’, 
had their curiosity whetted by the advertise- 
ments, which suggested the prospective drinker 
should experience the pleasure, enjoy the fla- 
vor, find a sense of well-being, or some other 
intangible quality said to be found in certain of 
the various brands of alcoholic beverages. 

It is our opinion many advertisers de 
liberately plan their copy with the idea of en- 
couraging those who do not drink to ‘‘see what 
it is like’’. 
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ACTION ON ASSEMBLY BILL 
143 NEEDED 


Assemblyman Vanderbilt, who introduced 
A 143, advises this office that there is need for 
**grass root’’ support of his measure. The Bill 
would provide that any person who is granted a 
license to operate a motor vehicle shall be 
deemed to have given his consent to a chemical 
analysis for the purpose of determining the per- 
centage of alcohol in his blood. 

The Bill has been referred to Committee and 
it will be necessary for a number of assembly- 
men to indicate their desire to vote onthe meas- 
ure before it will be released. 

We believe the passage of this bill would 
tend to cut down the amount of drunken driving. 
We are sure it would save lives. We feel it would 
cut down the number of accidents due to drunken- 
ness. We are confident that it would protect per- 
sons mistakenly accused of drunkenness. 

The United States Supreme Court has re- 
cently upheld the right of the States to take 
blood samples from motorists to determine if 
they are intoxicated. 

If you and your family want protection against 
the drunk driver ask your assemblyman to favor 
A 143. You or a loved one may be the next vic- 
tim of someone who might claim ‘‘I only had a 
couple of beers’’, suggests one pastor.
